The whole situation caused by the 
popularity of the gymnasium seems 
to hinge upon one question; namely, 
do intercollegiate athletics deserve 
first call upon the gym or do paint¬ 
ing and dancing classes deserve the 
preference? 

In a conspicuous place in the en¬ 
trance to Carnegie Hall is a trophy 
case which contains the emblem of 
victory won by the various athletic 
teams of llollins for the past twenty j 
years. Just inside the door this case 
is the first object noticed by a visitor. 
At present this trophy case is a dis¬ 
grace to the school. The cups are 
tarnished and dingy, several of the 
footballs are deflated, and every¬ 
thing is covered with a thick layer 
of dust, 

A visitor or prospective student 
is always anxious to know the past 
history of the school. These troph¬ 
ies are the past history of men who 
have fought for Rollins, We should 
be proud of this history. Why bury 
it in a coat of dust? 

The person or persons who have 
the honor of being custodians of this 
trophy case should think the mat¬ 
ter ovct and help carry out Presi¬ 
dent Holt’s plans for beautifying 
the college.
